I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Public 
Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  for  the  Year  1958o 

The  Report  shows  that  the  state  of  public  health  in  the  area 
is  goodo  It  is  satisfying  to  report  that  the  incidence  of  infect¬ 
ious  disease  was  very  low  and  there  was  not  a  single  case  of  Polio 
-myelitis,  Smallpox*  Typhoid*  Paratyphoid*  Meningitis*  or  Diphtheniao 

The  investigation  of  infectious  disease  requires  expert  lab  - 
oratory  facilities  for  the  Bacteriological  examination  of  specimens 
from  patients  (Blood*  sputum  etc*,)  as  well  as  the  examination  of 
foodstuffs*  milk  and  waier0  In  this  connection  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Newcastle  upon  Tyne  gives  willing  assi stance 0  The 
service  is  almost  taken  for  granted  these  days,  but  the  help  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  is  essential  to  the  success  of  infections 
disease  control  and  is  greatly  appreciated,, 

I  would  mention  that  in  co-operation  with  the  Laboratory  a 
series  of  samples  of  sea-water  were  taken  during  the  Summer  and 
Autumn  from  various  points  along  the  coast,  and  submitted  to 
Bacteriological  Examination0  -Some  of  the  sample  areas  were  chosen 
deliberately  beside  Sewer  outfalls  in  order  to  see  whether  any 
disease-producing  bacteria  were  present  in  the  water o  All  the 
samples  were  found  to  be  negative,  a  fact  which  should  re-assure 
the  many  bathers  -who  enjoy  themselves  off  Whitley  Bay0 

Tuberculosis  continues  to  decline  in  numbers  although  new 
cases  continue  to  be  discovered  by  the  Mass  Miniature  Radio  - 
graphy  Unito  During  the  year  1*713  persons  were  XRayed  by  the 
Unit  which  visited  Whitley  Bay*  and  three  of  these  were  found  to 
have  acute  tuberculosis  which  had  not  been  previously  diagnosedo 
It  costs  about  <£100  for  each  active  case  discovered*  but  this  is 
obviously  money  well  spent  in  protecting  the  health  of  the  public 0 

Turning  to  causes  of  death*  I  have  to  report 
an  increase  in  the  numbers  of  deaths  from  Coronary  Heart  Disease 
which  caused  98  deaths  {21%  of  the  total)*  and  was  the  largest 
single  cause  of  deatho  There  are  many  theories  for  the  increase 
in  this  disease  including  defects  in  diet*  stress  in  modern  life, 
etCo*  but  so  far  no  definite  factor  has  been  proved  as  a  causal 
agent o  Research  at  a  National  level  seems  to  be  indicatedo 

Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  is  also  increasing,  and  although 
there  may  be  other  factors  involved,  investigations  show  that  this 
disease  is  much  greater  in  heavy  anokers  than  in  non-smokers 0  It 
is  only  prudent  to  take  note  of  this  and  to  see  that  young  people 


are  aware  of  the  danger 0 

A  cause  for  satisfaction  and  confidence  in  the  Medical  and 
Nursing  services  of  the  area  is  the  fact  that  during  the  year 
there  was  not  a  single  death  associated  with  pregnancy  and  child 
birth o 


In  conclusion  I  would  express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  for 
their  wholehearted  co-operation  during  the  year,  and  my  appreci¬ 
ation  for  the  support  and  interest  shown  by  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  in  all  matters  designed  to  promote 
the  health  of  the  public «
